CLEVELAND PAYS TAX IN NEW YORK 


The Books Show That He Has for Geveral 
Years Returned $5,000 Personal 
Property ‘and Paid the Tax.

New York, October 29.—This is the last 
week ‘of the campaign, and if today is to 


be taken as a criterion, it will be devoted 


chiefly to routine work at democratic state 
headquarters. Lieutenant Governor Shee- 
han, who left for Buffalo on Friday night, 
to look after the local situation, and Major 
Hinckley, who spent Sunday in Pough- 
keepsie, returned to town early this morn- 
ing. Both brought encouraging reports from 
up the state 

“Democrats of every shade,’ they said,, 
“are now thoroughly entrenched within the 
party lines, and. we look to see Senator Hill 
come down to the Harlem river with a 
yote larger than ever before.”’ 

In fact, the only. fear of the campaign 
managers lies in this county and Kings. 
As soon as Lieutenant Governor Sheehan 
and Major Hinckley reached -headquarters 
they at once plunged into routine work. 

All the schemes have now been evolved, 
and this week will.be devoted almost wholly 
to carrying them out. 

Chairman Thatcher said this morning that 
he still expected to hear from President 
Cleveland. : % 

Apropos of the announcement from Wash- 
ington that Secretary Carlisle will not speak 
during the pending political campaign comes 
the information that a pressing imvitation 
to speak at the big Tammany hall ratifica- 
tion of Wednesday night was sent to Sec- 
retary Carlisle. The invitation was sent 
before the above announcement was made. 
Other prominent speakers from out of the 
city who have been invited to address the 
meeting are Vice President Stevenson, 
Speaker Crisp, ex-Govefnor Campbell, of 
Ohio, and Senator John B. Daniel, of Vir- 
ginia. 

A check was received at democratic head- 
quarters from ex-Postmaster Géneral Don 
M. Dickinson today. It was addressed to 
Major Hinckley’ and is to be used for the 
campaign. " 

Pays Taxes In New York. 

It was learned at the tax department 
office this morning that Grover Cleveland 
Was assessed in 1893, and again in 18M, for 
$5,000 personal taxes. In. March, 1894, Mr. . 
Cleveland paid his tax for the year 1893. 
In the books for 1893 and 1894 Mr. Cleveland 
appeared as a lawyer of 15 Broad street, 
with a residence at 12 West Fifty-first street. 

It was said at the tax department that 
no letter had been received from Mr. Cleve- 
land protesting against the tax or referring 
to it in any way, and that he was the only 
man who, according to the law, could de- 
cide whether or not he is still a resident 
of this city. Unless he takes some action 
his name wiil probably appear on the tax 
books of 1895 in the same manner as it did 
on those of 1893.and 1894. 

Will Have an Uncomfortable Effect. 
In answer to a question on the political 
outlook, Hon. Thomas C. Platt said: 

‘So far as the state canvass is concerned, 
Mr. Morton’s election is assured. It has 
been a one-sided fight, but Mr. Hill has 
put up a very strong campaign. But the 
feeling against the democrats in this state 
is so strong that he has no possible chance 
of being elected. , This disaffection of Mr. 
Cleveland, too, will also exert an unfavur- 
able effect on the democratic party.” 
Congressman Boutelle, of Maine, a little 
hoarse from campaigning in Ohio, came 
to town Sunday night and put up at the 
Fifth Avenue hotel. ‘To a reporter who 
called on him this afternoon he said: 

“I have never seen Ohio more aroused 
over & political campaign than it is this 
year. I anticipate a phenomenal republican 
majority there. We will certainly have six. 
teen congressmen. All through the state 
there is dissatisfaction with the democratic 
policy.” 

The corrected returns from the various 
districts in this city, which were filed at 
police headquarters this afternoon, show the 
total registration to be 308,693, instead of 
309,931, as originally reported. This is 932 less 
than in 1892. 

A Wheeler Meeting. 

The democratie party reform organization, 
Which heads its state ticket with Everett 
P. Wheeler for governor, held a mass meet- 
ing tonight at Cooper union.

Virus Put in the Arms of Inmates of 
the White House. 
Washington, October 29.—All of the in- 
mates of the white house were vaccinated 
today by Dr. O’Reilly, the president’s phy- 


| sician, as a necessary precaution in view 


of the appearance of smailpox here. 

The interior department was again opened 
to the public today, after a two days’ quar- 
antine on account of the infection of small- 
pox therein. Every possible precaution has 
been taken to prevent the spread of the 
disease, and each room in the department 
has been thoroughly fumigated. In addi- 
tion to this all the outgoing mail is disin- 
fected and the whole clerical force has now 
been vaccinated. About thirty clerks em- 
ployed in the law division, where the con- 
tagion broke out, have been sent to their 
homes and fifty others in different parts 
of the building have been given a twelve 
days’ vacation. retary Smith was, as 
usual, at his desk today, which is situated 
about forty feet from the law division. 


THE EIGHT HOUR LAW 


Seems to Be in the Way of a Big Cot- 
ton Factory. “ 

Montgomery, Ala., October 29.—(Special.) 
A conference was held here today between 
Governor-e.ect Oates and Messrs. Mitchell 
and Nicholas, of Gadsden, Ala., regarding 
a syndicate of northern capitalists interest- 
ed in the establishment of a six hundred 
thousand dollar cotton millin Alabama. It 
is reported that the subject under discus- 
sion was the repeal of the eight-hour work 
law as relating to cotton factories, and 
aiso the law prohibiting children under four- 
teen from working in such establishmen:s. 
It is stated that Alabama will certainly get 
the factory if these laws are repealed by 
the legislature.

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After Ten Weeks of Idleness They 
Resolve to Return to Work. 


THE UNION’S FINANCES WERE VERY LOW 


At a Meeting Yesterday Speeches Were 
* Made,and bya Rising Vote the W eav- 
ers Decided to Go Back. 


. Fall River, Mass., October 29.—The big 
strike of weavers which was commenced 
at a four weeks’ vacation, ten weeks agc, 
was declared off this morning and the 
Strikers will return to work tomorrow 
morning. They were defeated by the man- 
ufacturers and they will resume their old 
places under a reduced scale of wages. 

For .eight weeks some 23,000 operatives 
were thrown out of work uad for the past 
two weeks about eight thowsana people 
were affected, The strong letter of the 
manufacturers, in which ic was stated that 
mo conference would be held and no con- 
cessions made, and the fact that the union's 
finances were in a very iow condition, 
were ‘the cause of breaking down the re- 
sistance that Nas been offered. : 

The strikers voted Saturday, by a ma- 
jority of 44 in nearly a thousand votes, 
not to réturn to work. After the vote was 
passed several meetings of weavers in in- 
dividual mills were held and votes were 
passéd in favor of returning to work. 

Today the mills showed a gain in the 
number of weavers. employed and when a 
mass meeting was held in the park less 
than three thousand people were present. 
The parade of weavers did not include 200 
hundred persons. Some i,000 operatives 
crowded the - Academy of Music and 
speeches were made by Secretary White- 
head and others. The géneral advice given 
was that it was wise to return to work 
under the terms offered. A rising vote was 
taken on the question of returning and 
hardly twenty-five persons voted to remain 
out. 

The strike has been the most orderly af- 
fair of its kind in the long history of labor 
struggies here. General business has been 
about paralyzed, but although so many 
were idle, no serious disturbance occurred 
and arrests for drunkenness and minor 
crimes fell off. 

The operatives lost about $1,500,000 in 
wages, while the logs to the mills was not 
80 severe, owing to the depressed condi- 
tion of. trade. The sympathy of the public 
has been overwhelmingly m favor of the 
strikers, but there is much satisfaction on 
all sides mow that the long tight ts ended. 


The Strike Did Not Occur. 

Savannah, Ga., October 29.—(Special.)—The 
police forcé was held in reserve today at 
the barracks, as ordered yesterday by Act- 
ing Mayor Mills, in view of the anticipated 
trouble with the longshoremen, but ‘no trou- 
ble developed. The men worked as usual, 
and there was no talk or sign of any dis- 
turbance. The anticipated trouble, it seems, 
was feared on account of the situation with 
the New Orleans longshoremen, but there 
was little ground for it. 


AGAINST THE DISPENSARY. 


Olney Says Liquors in Bonded Ware- 
houses Cannot Be Seized. 
Washington, October 29.—Attorney Gen- 
eral Olney today sent to Secretary Car- 

lisle the following communication: 

“I have the honor *. acknowledge your 
letter of the 18th instant, enclosing coples 
of a letter from Governor Tillman, of 
South Carokina, to the commissioner of 
internal revenue, and of the letter of the 
commissioner of internal revenue to your- 
self, and concluding as follows: ‘I have, 
therefore, the honor to request that you 
furnish this department with an opinion 
as to the course which should be taken 
by the office of internal revenue in the 
event that the state officers of South Car- 
Olina seize spirits in the bonded ware- 
houses in that state.’ 

“If the request thus framed is to be lit- 
erally construed it is out of my power to 
comply with it. The course to be pursued 
by your department, in the event specified, 
may involve matters of fact of which I 
have no knowledge and considerations of 
expediency upon which it is not for me to 
pass judgment, I assume, however, that 
what is meant to be inquired about is a 
question of law artsing, or sure to arise, in 
the administration of your department, and 
which may be thus stated: ‘If the officers 
of South Carolina undertake to enter a 
United States bonded warehouse in South 
Carolina and to. seize distilled liquors 
therein, undef the dispensary law of De- 
cember, 1893, simultaneously tendering to 
the collector of internal revenue any tax 
lawfully due on such liquors, is such ac- 
tion to be acquiesced in as not in conflict 
with any laws or rights of the United 
States?’ 7 

“1. The legal status of distilled liquors in 
a bonded warehouse of the United States, 


and under the controi of the collector vf’ 


internal revenue, is definitely stated and 
settled by section 924 ot the revised statutes 
of the United States, whic# declare ahat ‘all 
property taken or detained by any officer 
or other person under authority of any 
revenue law of the United States shall be 
irrepleviable and shall be deemed to. be in 
the custody of the law and subject only 
to the orders and decrees of the courts of 
the United States having jtrisdiction 
thereof.’ 

2. It need not be paid, as has been sug- 
gested, and perhaps might well he, that 
since the tar#¥ ect of August 2, 1894, the 
taxes on distilled liquors in a United States 
bonded warehouse can be paid only by the 
distiller. Whether that be so vr not, a 
tender of such taxes by a sheriff or other 
like state officer is necessarily .ineffectual 
as against the statute above quoted, since 
it is beyond the power of aa internal reve- 
nue solicitor to accept it, and thus nullify 
‘the provisions and defeat the policy of a 
statute wttteh aims to absolutely exempt 
such liquors from the operation of the 
process of a state court. Such tender, 
which, for the reason stated, the collector 
is incompetent to accept, must be aiso 
ineffectual because no officer of South Car- 
olina has been given the right or power to 
make it—the legislature of South Carolina 
not authorizing any such tener, nor pro-

He Acknowledged iit in a Lettcr Be- 
fore His Death. 

Sprijgfield, Ill., October 29.—The audifor* 
today concluded the examination of. the af- 
fairs of the Normal Park Loan Association, 
of which the late F. W. Porter was secre- 
tary, Porter alec having been the auditor 
of the Rock Island railroad. The examina- 
tion develcped the fact that Porter was a 
defaulter to the sum/ of $23,000. This defal- 
cation was admitted by Porter in a letter 
to the inspector employed by the auditor 
to make the examina‘ion, written the day 
before hig sudden death at the Grand hotel 
in Cincinnati. The facts in the case have 
been suppressed unfll now, owing to a 
belief on the part of the managers of the 
axsociation that the friends and relatives 
of Porter would make good to the associa- 
ticn the amount of his defalcation rather 
than have the facts become public. Nego- 
tiations in this direction having fa‘ied, how- 
ever, it is deemed by the auditor only proper 
that the public shonld be in possession of 
the facts. The defaication will not affect 
the solvency of the association.

Anniston about six weeks ago and have 
the operation performed.

It was discov- 
ered that a criminal operation had been 
pecformed. The evidence was conclusive 
against McCurry, and he skipped. Steps are 
being taken for his immediate extradition. 
Beard is already in jail here. 


ENO’S CASE SENT BACK, 


The United States Supreme Court Re- 
tmands It to the State Courts. 
Washington, October 29.—The United 
States supreme court today reversed the 
decision of the circuit court in the case 
of John C. Eno, formerly president of the 
Second National bank, of New York, who 
was convicted of forgery in the New: York 
State courts about ten years ago. Eno 
raised the point that the state courts were 
without jurisdiction, and that he could 
only be tried in the federal courts. This 
view of the law was upheld by the circuit 
court, but is upset by today’s decision of 
the supreme court, which remanded the 

case to the state courts. 

The ground on which Eno resisted state 
court jurisdiction was that offense under 
the banking laws of the United States was 
within the exclusive jurisdiction of the 
federal courts. The case has been watched 


with interest by bank officials and others. 
Justice Harlan rendered the decision of ‘the 


court, while Justices Field and Shiras dis- 
sented in an opinion denying jurisdiction 
of the state courts. .

Five of the Outlaws Captured in In- 
dian Territory. 

Muskogee,. I. T., October 29.—Charles 
Beck, with twenty Indian deputy sheriffs, 
this morning captured five of the Cook 
gang of outlaws.

THE TROUBLE WILL THEN COMMENCE 


Arrival of the Governor, Who Confers 
with the Mayor-<dMilitia to Be 
Ordered Ont. 


New Orleans, October 29.—The strike 
situation in this city has assumed a seri- 
vus phase and a race war is threatened. 
This afternoon there was a good deal of ex- 
citement on the levee between Jackson and 
Sixth streets, the scene of Saturday’s riot, 
caused by the report that a force of armed 
negroes Was en route to the scene to 


| avenge the action of the mob on Saturday. 


In a moment every place of business in 
the ‘occality was closed and work was sus- 
pended. Women and children ran into 
their houses for safety, expecting at any 
moment to hear the reports of shooting. 
Chief of Police Gaster sent a large force 
to the scene of the alleged trouble. The 
moment the screwmen of the ships heard 
the report they swarmed out, flourishing 
their revolvers’ and rifles, but they could 
not find the enemy. 

Tonight the men congregated in the 
neighborhood and the report is that both 
the negroes and whites are preparing for 
a fight tomorrow. 

The governor arrived tonight and held a 
long conference with the directors of the 
cotton. exchange. It is expected that he 
will order out the militia. 

To further complicate the situation, the 
white longshoremen today struck against 
working with negroes. Charles Stoddard & 
Co. intend to load their ships tomorrow 
with negroes and this is expected to bring 
about a riot. :

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HE HYPNOTIZED HER 


And She Consented to Be Hanged. 
Samuel Buxton’s Crime. 
Sparta, Wis., October 29.—Samuei S. Bux- 
ton, who, on Saturday, was arrested on the 
charge of having murdered Mary A. Jones, 
a maiden Indy, at her home e few miles 
from this city on the 2ist, where she was 
found hanging by the neck, has confessed 
the murder. His preliminary hearing was 
held this morning soon after midnight, 
when he waived examination. He was im- 
mediately removed to Sparta, fears being 
entertained that a mob migh® attempt te 

take him from the jail. 

The crime is one of a revioting nature. 
Three years ago Buxton, by @ series of 
obscene letters, purporting to come from 
a witch and directed to Miss Janes, hypno- 
tized her and caused her ruin. The intima- 
cy was continued to the day ef her death. 
By the same system of deceit the imfatuat- 
ed woman consented to be strung up by the 
neck in the belief that it world cause the 
death of Buxton’s wife. The second time 
the experiment was tried Buxton pushed the 
chair on which the foolish woman stood 
from under her and she swung into eterni- 
ty.

But There Is No Lack of Aspiration—Gov- 
ernor Atkinson as a Sphinx—Only 
Seven Offices to Be Filled. 
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The first official act, of Governor Atkinson 
was to sign the commission of Hon. James 
M. Dupree as trustee of the Girls’ Normal 
and Industrial college. 

Colonel Dupree was appointed to that 
position by Governor Northen and the sen- 
ate in executive session had approved this 
recess appointment with others, It hap- 
pened that this commission was the first 
issued and in sfgning it Governor Atkinson 
assigned one of his close friends to an in- 
stitution in which he has an especially 
tender interest. 

Another act very much to his liking was 
the swearing in of Chief Justice Simmons 
and Associate Justice Atkinson, of the su- 
preme court. The commissions to these 
gentlemen were issued in the morning and 
accompanied by a number of friends, they 
went tothe governor’s office and the oath 
was administered. Judge Atkinson will be- 
gin his work on the supreme bench today. 

After the Places. 

The governor has seven places at his 
disposal and about 700—not many less—ap- 
plications. All day long yesterday he 
listened to the applications of the aspirants 
and the endorsing commendation of friends. 

“He is learning fast,’”’ said one of his 
close friends, “and is just as much of a 
sphinx as a governor should be. I tried to 
get some idea of hi8 position on the mat- 
ter in which I am speciaily interested but 
couldn’t get a thing.” 

It Was the governor’s intention -to keep 
off the consideration of these applications 
until today, but he found that a number 
of people were here on expense awaiting 
a hearing and he decided to let them have 
it as soon as possible. So all day long he 
was giving these audiences. 

The places under special consideration are 
three in the penitentiary department, two 
in the school department, an adjutant gen- 
eral and an assistant librarian. 

In addition to the personal applications 
the governor’s mail was freighted with let- 
ters ®earing on this general subject. The 
clerks in the executive department were 
kept busy sorting and arranging these en- 
dorsements. 

No Telling When. 

Governor Atkinson has given no indica- 
tion of his purposes toward any of these 
offices and when asked when he will de-

them that the day’s toil is over. 

It was Mrs. Sinclair who provided those 
sweet sounding bells for the chureh, and 
the money with which the bells were 
bought was realized from the sale of two 
magnificent diamond rings, the gift of the 
recently deceased millionaire. 

Just what brought Mrs. Sinclair to At- 
lanta is not known, neither is it known 
just exactly when she came. But some 
eight years ago a lady, well advanced in 
years and a cripple, appeared at St. 
Joseph’s infirmary and asked for accom- 
modations. Sister Cecelia was then in 
charge of the infirmary and after a short 
“consultation with the applicant gave her 
accommodations. On the registry book the 
lady’s name was recorded as Mrs. Sin- 
clair and her home was given as Florida. 
It did not take the sisters at the infirmary 
long to ascertain that the new patient was 
a cripple for life and that there was no 
chance for her dismissal from the hospital, 
other than as an invalid, until the. under- 
With that 
kind gentleness for which the home is 
known, and that attentive work the sis- 
ters could give, Mrs. Sinclair’s..life was 
made as pleasant as could be. At first Mrs. 
Sinclair had little to say of herself or her 
past, further than to declare her name, 
locate herself as the wife of a wealthy 
Baltimorian, with whom she appeared to 
have no correspondence whatever. 

Mrs. Sinclair’s purse was never empty, 
but there was no profuse spending of 
money by her. In fact, so quiet was her 
life at the infirmary that few people had 
any knowledge that she was in the city 
and this morning many will be surprised 
to know that so prominent an actor in one 
of the great plays of life was acting out 
her cast in the make-up so well right in 
their midst. Though quiet and retiring 
in her nature and disposition, Mrs. Sin- 
clair found among the nobie sisters who 
attended her a sympathy which drew her 
confidénce and through whom her story 
was made known to afew who were m 
the habit of visiting the infirmary. 

The story as told by Mrs. Sinclair was 
one full of dramatic interest. Sane tdid of 
her home in the Peprall family, ome ‘of: the 
oldest of Florida; of her father and brotbh- 
ers she talked in the most delightful man- 
ner, telling interesting stories of her home 
life. She told, too, of the wooing which 
came to her by Sinclair, a man who was 
represented to be wealthy and who proved 
himself refined and gentlemanly. Then 
she recounted the happy marriage and de- 
scribed the happy days of her bridehood. 
The days of her life wif the man she loved 
were painted m the Drightest colors until 
she described an accident to herself in 
which she was crippled, and then came the 
details of the manner in which her hus- 
band became cool towards her. ‘This all 
ended in a final desertion on his part and 
resulted in her coming to Atlanta and 
seeking a home in the infirmary, where 
she knew she would receive the best at- 
tention. 

After entering the infirmary Mrs. Sin- 
clair appeared to have but one object in 
view and that “was the church, to which 
she was devoted. She was a regular at- 
tendant upon the services at the Church 
of the Immaculate Conception and was 
always a willing and generous giver. 

Her mail was never heavy and her time 
was not taxed in the least by answering 
letters from friends or relatives. In fact, 
it is said at the infirmary ved naar eg the 
: sis eight years Mrs. Sinclair was 
oem on veceived ani two letters from 
any one except those that came at regular 
intervals from her attorney, Mr. McLean. 
Some time during her stay in Atlanta Mrs. 
Sinclair observed to some of the sisters 
that the Church of the Immaculate Concep- 
tion should not be without a bell and indi- 
cated that she might provide the want be- 
fore her death came. Among the many 
valuable articles of jewelry she had were 
two handsome rings, one valued at many 
thousand dollars. Some days, maybe weeks, 
before her last illness, she carried the two 
rings, with other pieces of tine jewelry 
she had, to one of the priests of the church 
and requested that the articles be disposed 
of and that the money derived therefrom 
should be used in supplying the church 
with the bell. The rings were taken by the 
priest and one of them was flisposed of in 
New York, the other articles being convert- 
ed into money in Atlanta. The sum realized 
from the sale of the jewelry was quite snug 
and was sufficient to .purchase the  beil 
which rings out the hour three times a day 
from the steeple of the church. 

Frequently during her life in the infirm- 
ary, Mrs. Sinclair made some reference to 
the large amount of money her husband 
was said to pessess and spoke of a small 
fortune she owned in her own name in 
Florida. AH of this she said she wanted 
the church to have at her death, leaving 
only a few legacies outside of that body, 
among .these being the infirmary in which 
she gvas given such careful attention. Be- 
fore her last illness, and while in the in- 
firmary, Mrs. Sinclair made a will, and 
that will was witnessed by Atlantians, but 
who\ the parties are cannot be stated. In 
that will be bequeathed $800 to the Cath- 
olic church in St. Augustine, the money 
to be used in placing a bell on that church, 
Then soon after the will was properly made 
Mrs. Sinclair recalled the fact that she 
had in one of the banks in the city some- 
thing like $500, money which had accumu- 
lated during her residence in the city at 
the infirmary. Not caring to add anything 
to her will in any way, she wrote a check 
for the amount due her by the bank and 
had a lady friend cash it. This sum she 
gave to St. Joseph’s infirmary, and right 
welcome the gift was. : 

Some time after the will was executed 
ard the money was turned over to the in- 
firmary, Mys. Sinclair was taken ill and 
after a seige of illness, died. Telegrams 
were sent to her people in Florida, but no 
attention was paid to them in the way of 
an answer.and when it came to laying away 
the ee a grave wus dug in Westview 
and ther6 the body was placed, followed by 
the sisters at the infirmary and the good 
people of the church who had known the 
lady. At the time of her death Mrs. Sin- 


| clair was something over seventy years of 


‘The telegrams from Florida in connection 
with the story indicate that Mrs. Sinclair 
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came to Atianta, remained awhile and then 
went back to Florida, where she died and 
was buried. There is the best evidence in 
the world that. she never returned to her 
home in that state after she came to At- 
lanta and that she died in St. Joseph's 


irfirmary, and that she was buried in At- 


lanta. 

The will which she signed in Atlanta has 
not been seen and it appears that no one 
knows where it is. Neither can any cne 
be found who knows the names of the wit- 
nesses to that will. 

The claim set up by the Florida people, 
the Peprall family, as shown in the dis- 
patches night before last, cannot be sub- 
stuntiated if the words of the good women 
who nursed the lady through her last illness 
are to be credited. 

The case appears to be one in which there 
are more versicrs than one and the contest 
over the will will be watched with the 
greatest interest. 


THE STORY FROM TOLEDO. , 


Where a Number of Mr. Sinclair’s Rel- 
S atives Live. 

Toledo, ©., October 29.—(Special.)—The 
heirs and relatives in this city of the late 
William Sinclair, of PWaltimore, are an- 
noyed by a New York press dispatch in 
the various morning papers. . 

It notes the filing of a suit in partition 
by Mrs. Carrie O’Brien, and then details 
a mass of sensational matter which it 
claimed will be developed when the case 
comes to trial. 

Among the defendants named are Mrs. 
Harry Sinclair, Mrs. Jessie L. Walbridge, 
Mrs. Caroline Cummings and Mrs. John 
Berdan, These people are the very cream 
of the city, both socially and financially. 

The Sinclair Story. 

Your correspondent called on Mr. John 
Berdan, head of the wholesale house of 
Berdan & Co. Said he: , 

“The dispatch is a gross libel. William 
Sinclair was married years ago in Brook- 
lyn to Miss Rosalie Paparel. She was a 
Spanish woman and a Catholic. The mar- 
riage was not a happy one, and several 
years before Mr. Sinclair applied for a di- 
vorce, himself and wife separated, she 
going to Florida. She had saved money 
enough. to :purchase ‘several hiouses in 
Florida. I do not recall the precise date, 
but when Judge Darrel was on the bench 
in. this city, William Sinclair, who resided 
in Toledo at the time, procured a divorce 
from Rosalie of his own volition. How- 
ever, he gave her a monthly allowance of 
$200. This was sent to her with unfailing 
regularity until the time of her demise. 
Rosalie Sinclair died in Atlanta, Ga., July 
10, 1891. Mr. Sinclair was notified of Rosa- 
lie’s death and returned to the north. Two 
years after obtaining this divorce Sinclair 
married Mrs. Phoebe Taylor, at Catonville, 
a suburb of Baltimore. He lived with her 
until his death last July. He had no chil- 
dren by either marriage, and his widow 
and the Baltimore Trust Company were 
appointed administrators of his estate. Sin- 
ciair’s father was twice married, having 
three children by his first wife. it is their 
heirs, they being all dead, who have in- 
stituted this suit. According to the laws 
of Maryland, only full blood heirs can par- 
ticipate in the property left by him, he 
having left no will. He still retained the 
ownership of a residence in Brooklyn. The 
matter is distasteful and annoying, but it 
is slanderous in the extreme. In a Cincin- 
nati paper it reads: ‘He was quite a spark.’ 
How absurd. Wiiliam Sinclair was a timid, 
modest, home-loving man. In the last ten 
years of his life { doubt if he spent five 
nights ava@.y from home. Sinclair, wita 
a-New York syndicate, bought the Baliti- 
more gas plant, and under his manage- 
ment it became very profitable, when he 
with the others sold out and he retired 
from business.’’

IN THE ELECTION OF JUDGES 


They Make an Attack on the Dem- 
ocratic Caucus. ‘ 


A REFORMATORY BILL INTRODUCED: 


By Hon, W. H. Harrison, of Quitman—The 
Day’s Developments in Both Houses. 
Gossip About Legisiative Halls. 


A chief justice of the supreme court, an 
associate justice of that court, and a hum- 
ber of judges and solicitors of the superior 
court were elected by the legislature in 
joint session yesterday and the gentlemen 
who were chosen to those high offices were 
elected without the assistance of populist 
votes. : 

It was the day fixed by law for the gen- 
eral assembly ‘to fill the vacancies. During 
the morning session of the senate and house, 
before the hour set for the joint session 
to go into the election, the populists hac 
in each house protests and a request of 4 
leave of absence which was generally re- 
garded by the democrats as a bit of grand- 
stand play. 

The Populist Protest. 

The protest read as follows: | 

“In behalf of over 100,000 voters of, Geor- 
gia,- we respectfully protest against being 
made parties to the enactment of a parti- 
san caucus efiet into statutory law, by and 
through which the judicial branch of the 
government may become partisan. We, 
therefore, request leave of absence during 
the joint session of the general assembly to 
be convened for the election of judges and 
solicitors.”’

How It Was Disposed Of.

Holland moved that the leave asked 
for be granted, but Mr. Rockwell said that 
he didn't see any good reason for that, as 
the so-called request for leave was simply 
an effort to make political capital and he 
believed that,. as members, the populists 
ought to be made to stay and take their 
medicine. 

Mr. Mell said that the constitution requir- 
ed these men, who had been sent here as 
the representatives of the counties, to stay 
and perform their duty and he believed that 
they should be made to do so. The applause 
which greeted Mr. Rockwell and Mr. Mell 
showed clearly the sentiment of the house. 

Mr. Jones, of Dougherty, introduced an 
amendment to the motion of Mr. Holland 


to the effect that “the populist members 
whose names are appended to the petition, 


be allowed leave of absnee for any length 
of time they may desire during the session 
of the legislature and that the usual per 
diem be deducted during said absence.”’ 

Mr. Holland promptly accepted the amend- 
ment, which the speaker as promptly ruled 
out of order, and on motion of Mr. Harrison, 
of Quitman, the request of Mr. Hogan and 
his associates was laid upon the table.

For a Javenile Reformatory. 
A strong effort is to be made to secure 


passage by this legislature of a bill pro- 
viding for a reformatory far juvenile crimi- 
nals of .Georgia. 

From all parts of the state come the 
heartiest endorsements of The Constitu- 
tion’s fight for a reformatory and one of 
the earliest matters which will be brought 
to the attention of the general assembiy 
will, therefore, be this reformatory bill. 


veteran legislator, Hon. William Harrison, 
of the county of Quitman. It is the same 
bill that was introduced in the last legisla- 
ture by Mr. Martin, of Fulton, and which 
failed of passage simply on account of the 
lightness of attendance during the closing 
days of the legislative session. 

The bill is entitled, ‘“‘An act to establish 
a reformatory prison for juvenile criminals 
in the state of Georgia, convicted of fel- 
onies not sentenced to death, to provide for 
its management and maintenance, to make 
eppropriations therefor and for other pur- 


poses.” 

Under the provisions of the bill the gov- 
ernor is to appoint -three commissioners, 
one a practical and successful farmer, one 
a skilled phygician and the other a business 
man known for his sagacity and practical 
sense. The commissioners ure to purchase 
a sight for a “reformatory prison.’’ This 
is to consist of an improved farm, contain- 
ing not more than a thousand and not less 
than seven hundred acres of land. This ts 
to cost not more than $10 per acre. Suita- 
ble buildings are to be erected upon this 
sight in such a manner as to separate the 
sexes and also the white and colored in- 
mates. These commissioners shall have con- 
trol of the reformatory prison when it 1s 
ready for occupancy. They must make 
monthly, quarterly and semi-annual visits. 
It is their duty to select the necessary of- 
ficers for the ptiron and shall make to 
the governor semi-annually a detailed re- 
port of every matter relating to the condi- 
tion and management of the institution. 

The bill provides for a superintendent, 
who shall be a competent and practical 
business man and a farmer, of good moral 
character of humane disposition. He is to 
be the financial head of the institution, 
making all purchases and disbursements, 
and making detailell reports to the com 
missioners and to the governor. 

All juvenile criminals under the age of 
sixteen, who have been convicted of a feli- 
ony, not sentenced to death, shall be sent 
to this institution during the term of their 
sentence. It is the design of the institution 
to be a place where juvenile eriminals shall 
be reformed, but at the same time properly 
punished, Gisciplined and kept employed. 
The inmates are to be Kept constantly at 
work during week days, allowing the proper 
time for rest and for meals. The kind of 
work and the number of hours to be worked 
each day shall be prescribed by the corn- 
missioners, wha-shali take into considera- 
tion the age, sex and physical condition 
of the inmates. The best intluences possi- 
ble shall be thrown around thein and every 
effort made to build up within them quali- 
ties of character and geod citizenship. 

The bill is quite a lengthy one, going into 
details as to the method of transfer of pris- 
oners and of putting into effect. the pro- 
visions of the act should it become a law. 

When Mr, Martin's bill came up for pas- 
sige before the last house it received sev- 
enty-nine votes, a good majority of those 
voting, but not the necessary constitutional 
majcrity. it was reconsidered, but was nor 
again placed on its passage, because of 
the small attendance the last days of the 
legislature. It is in excellent hands this 
time, as it was before, and Colonel Harri- 
son will leave no stone unturned to secure 
its passage. The sentiment in favour of an 
institution of this kind has grown greatly 
through its strong advocacy by The Consti- 
tution, ‘Governor Northen and other dis- 
tinguished men through the state, and will 
have the hearty co-operation of the present 
administration.

Two bills were introduced yesterday .bear- 
ing upon what is known as the pleading 
act, which was passed in 1893. These are 
bills in which great interest will be felt 
by all the legal traternity, especialy. 

One of these was introduced by Mr. 
Brand and provided for the repeal of that 
act. iid 

The other one was by Mr. Willingham, o? 
Monroe county, and provided for an amend- 
ment of the pleading act, so as to allow the 
plaintiff to take a judgment at the first term 
in all cases where pleas are stricken by the 
court or no plea filed. 

Other Interesting Bills. 


Mr. Bailey introduced in the house a bill 
providing for amendment of the constitu- 
tion so as to increase the number of judges 
of the supreme court frdém three to five. 

In the senate, Mr. Cumming introduced 
several bills. They were: A bill to provide 
for probates of foreign wills; also, a bill 
to provide for the descent of property, where 
persons are iost in the same catastropne; 
also, a bill to prevent any one from inherit- 
ing property when he is responsible for the 
death; also, a bill to provide for the levy and 
sale of property where the defendant has an 
interest in real estate, but has not the ti- 
tle; also, a bill to prescribe a uniform plan 
of condemning private property for publica 
purposes.

A Card from Ex-Representative Styles, 

Atlanta, Ga., October 29, {891.—To the 
Public: Recently I wrote an article for 
The Savannah Morning News that nas caus- 
ed criticism from certain sources upon me, 
It was with reference to the influence the 
populists were exerting over my people and 
the dangerous outcome and effect thereof. 
[ am in a position to know that if these 
people persist in the policy they have inaug- 
urated among my people in this state it 
cannot but result in deplorable zonse- 
quences. In the last legislature 1 was a 
member and voted for the soldiers’ home. 
I did so because it was my belief and con- 
viction that the civil war was over and 
with it all bitterness, and because I be- 
lieved a majority of the best thinking people 
of my race knew that we were being helped 
educationally and that we were broad 
hearted enough to rise above preju:lice. 
Now this one act has possibly cost me my 
seat in the legislature, for it was made to 
appear to my constituency by my political 
enemies that I had favored and voted for a 
bill that would again put them in bondage. 
In my county my people were told that it 


‘was only a question of a short time before 


social barriers would be removed and ina 
few instances a demonstration.was made to 
them of this fact by actual practice. It 
seems hard that while so many of our citl]- 
zens are earnestiy engaged in an effort 
to establish friendly and peaceable reia- 
tions between the races there must be dis- 
cord stirred up in this way; and the very 
men who thus encourage my peoplé are the 
first to mete out summary and often bar- 
barous vengeance to them. I have no objec- 
tion to an honest and open appeal to my 
people for their suffrage, but when they 
are told in secret meetings that one ef 
their race who does not vote with the pop- 
ulists is a traitor to the race and should be 
ostracised, I think this is carrying politics 
a little too far. There are colored nien in 
our state who will carry to their graves 
the brand that they are outcasts because 
they did not see fit to vote or advocate pop- 
ulistic doctrines. The evil might not be 
So great if it ceased with the elections, but, 
strange as it might seem, these same men 
who have the courage of their convictions 
are “looked upon with suspicion’’ even in 
matters not connected with politics. Many 
a conservative colored man. has had his 
speech muzzled because he was not willing 
to risk this severe condemnation and ostra- 
cism that has been instilled into my people. 
Now, to my mind, this is all wrong and can 
result in no good to either these politicians 
or to the people they delude. | am willing 
to go down politically for the sake of my 
honest convicticns, and defeat under such 
circumstances ig not painful to bear, but I 
cannot stand silently by and witness dig- 
cord planted in the miuds of the people. 
We are now on the verge of a congressional 
election and all over the state my people 
are being told that the cemocrats are their 
most bitter enemies and-that the populists 
are their only friends. Populiets are meet- 
ing my people in secret meetings and prom. 
ising them that if elected they will be given 
prominent places and receive social recog- 
nition. Populists are telling them that the 
republican party and the democratic party 
are alike their enemics, and whereas it was 
once the pride of all my people to hold in 
most sacred veneration the name of the 
immortal Lincoln, some of them have been 
taught to believe him only to thave been 
an ambitious trickster. I call upon my 
people in the name of God and right to halt 
in this mad race and consider what they 
are striving for. I implore these politicians 
to cease in this effort to divide us. I have 
been all my life seeking to help my people 
in my humble ig I have t proval 
of my conscience in what I have done. I 
have not attempted to-delude or deceive 
them, and shall not, God forbid that a 
race that is now showing to the world that 
it is capable of the highest intelligence 
and civilization should be divided with each 
other by designing and unsc * preg

DECIDED BY THE EXECUTIVE BOARD 


To Hear from the Exposition Directors 
-  Qoday—Other News and Gossip 
oi the Rall. : 


The presidents and executive officers of all 
the leading lines of railways in the south- 
ern states are now in Atlanta and are at- 
tending to important business. 

The first day’s session of the executive 
board of the Southern Railway and 
Steamship Association disposed of a 
great many topics that had § been 
listed by the commissioner for the consider- 
ation of the managers of the railroad prop- 
erties in the south united in the purpose of 
protecting common interests. 

There igs a large attendance upon the 
meeting and all of the lines are represented 
jn some way. 

President Samuel Spencer is here for the 
Southern railway, accompanied by Traffic 
Manager Culp and Assistant to the Presi- 
dent Sol Haas. 

Colonel J. W. Thomas, president of the 
Nashville, Chattanooga and St. Louis, and 
lessee Of the Western ant Atlantic, is here 
for his combined interests. 

Milton H. Smith, president of the Louis- 
ville and Nashville, is here. 

Many other prominent railroaders of the 
south are now in the city, having come to 
be at the meeting. 

It was decided yesterday to establish car 
service associations throughout the south. 
This was a great step, and one of the most 
important things that has come before the 
railroad managers in the south for many 
@ day. 

There will be one car service association 
established promptly in each of the south- 
ern states for the purpose of keeping track 
of cars that are allowed to get out from 
the care of the railroad that owns them, 
or the road to which they were let. 

A world of trouble is always arising over 
this matter, and it is a wonder that some 


better organization has not been had all.

section in a matter so important as keeping 
in possession the freight cars of a road 
that are let out from time to time on long 
journeys.

Won’t Pay Its Fines. 

There have been serious complaints made 
against the Cincinnati Southern from 
time to time because of a failure on the 
part of the road to pay its fines imposed 
for failure to comply with the rules and 
regulations of the association.

Cleveland and Hiil. 

Some of the editorial brethren who 
have heretofore made an industrious ef- 
fort to show that Mr. Cleveland is some- 
thing more than a man, something more 
than his party, and, therefore, beyond 
the reach of criticism, are now begin- 
ning to exhibit irritation over the presi- 
dent’s failure to extend any aid or sym. 
pathy to his struggling party in New 
York state. 

Speaking contidentially, “between us 
gals,” as Editor Watterson would re- 
mark—and with the expectation that it 
will go no farther—we think the irrita- 
tion grows out of the fact that the 
brethren in question can find no sort of 
excuse for Mr. Cleveland’s conduct—no 
precedent fer it, no sort of explanation 
for it. If it could pe‘found these kneel- 
ing brethren would find it. They would 
go down in tie ground, they would 
climb a high tree, they would take a 
long and. painful journey by land and 
sea in search of it; and if they could 
find it, they would put on their ceremo- 
nial robes again and relight their cen- 
Bers. } 

The trouble with these brethren is that 
their irritation is not caused by Mr. 
Cleveland’s attitude toward his party 
in New York, but grows out of the fact 
that they can find no possible excuse for 
it.. The Contrast between the sweet 
tunes of adulation that these bearded 
cheristers of the inner political temple 
have been singing and their harsh notes 
of condemnation is not a humorous one. 
It is not in the way of nature to laugh 
at those who find that the idol they 
have been worshiping is common clay 
after all. ~ 

We regret most sincerely that The 
Constitution is unable to comfort these 
disappointed brethren. There can be 
no decent excuse found for Mr. Cleve- 
land’s conduct with respect to the strug- 
gle of his party in New York state. It 
cannot be explained on any ground that 
will satisfy those who sincerely believe 
in democratic principles. If the cam- 
paign in New York were a mere per- 
sonal contest between Hill and his 
friends on one side and his enemies on 
the other, there would be a reasonable 
excuse for indifference on the part of 
democrats having no interest in affairs 
in that stafe; but there would be no 
excuse, even then for Mr. Cleveland’s 
indifference. He is under obligations 
to the party represented by Hill that he 
can never repay. That party took him 
out of the obscurity of the sheriff's 
office in Erie county and made him gov- 
ernor; it took him out of the governor’s 
chair and made him president. For all 
that he was andis heis under direct ob- 
ligations to the organization represented 
by Mr. Hill. ° 

But the contest in New York is not a 
personal one between Hill and his ene- 
mies. It is a contest between the two 
great parties, and on the result in New 
York ‘will largely depend the result of 
the national contest between the two 
parties in 1896. It involves the success 
of those principles of democracy (some 
.of which the president is said to favor) 
that lie at the foundation of good gov- 
ernment, and some to maintain and pre- 
serve the rights and liberties of the 
people. 

How does the attitude of Mr. Cleve- 
land comport with the dignity of his 
high office and the duties that devolve 
upon him as the head of the party? 
Measured by these the bitterness of his 
conduct can hardly be described in 
terms at once fitting and _ respectful. 
Such a sacrifice of duties and obligations 
to aniinosities, s0 narrow, so petty and 
so mean has never before been seen in 
this country. Mr. Cleveland has per- 
mitted some of his personal friends in. 
New York to organize active opposition 
to the party that lifted him out of his 
obscurity and conferred the highest hon- 
ors upon him. He has not only not 
lifted his hand or his voice to. prevent 
this attack on the party, but he has 
apparently authorized the leader of the 
attacking force to announce far and 
wide that if the president votes in New 
York state at ail he will vote for the 
candidate that is trying to destroy the 
party. . : | 

All the conselation that the democrats 
in New York and in the country at large 
have received from the official leader 
of the party in this emergency is this: 
that the president cannot vote in the 
election!. Some unknown man has dis- 
covered an unknown law whose opera- 
tions will prevent the president from ex-. 
ercising the most important function of 
American citizenship. Mr. Everett 
Wheeler, the ledder of the Cleveland 
men in New York who are opposing the 
party, has declared up and down that 
he would receive the vote of the presi- 
dent if ‘the vote was cast. And now 
democrats are gravely informed that 


—— ‘the president’s vote will not be cast at 


We have seen what the attitude of 
Mr. Cleveland is to the party that made 
him. We have seen that he has refused 
to lift a band or open his mouth in favor 
of the New York ;democracy until it is 
now too late for his voice to either help 
or hurt the party. The damage that his 
silence has done cannot be undone. So 
far ds the democrats of the country 
Know, he is willing that the people of 
New York should repudiate his ‘adminis- 
tration jf they at the same time repudi- 
ate Mr. Hill. ) 

Let us now, by way of contrast, turn 
our attention to the attitude of the 
leader of the state democracy in New 
York. He has been called a “peanut 
politician” and he has been pretty wide- 
ly advertised as a man of narrow views 
and sinister designs. We have no sort 
of doubt that he despises Mr. Cleveland 
as heartily as Mr. Cleveland despjses 
him, but what is his attitude at this 
crisis in the affairs of his party? Does 
he permit his spites and his prejudices 
to control:his conduct? Let the records 
show! Ungrudgingly and unhesitating- 


animosity, all personal feeling, and is 
engaged in defending the administra- 
tion of Mr. Cleveland. The whole tem- 
per of the man seems to have under- 
gone such a change—a change brought 
about by a party emergency—that his 
enemies and his former critics unite in 
paying tributes to his broad-minded and 
patriotic attitude. 

We regret that the matter has to be 
left here. We regret that Mr. Cleve- 
land has not shown himself to be fully 
as loyal to his party and his party's in- 
terests as David B. Hill. We are not 
praising Mr. Hill. He has done and is 
doing no more than his duty; but he is 
doing that excellently well. 


How He Will Know It, 

A correspondent asks: “How are we 
to know that prosperity is returning be- 
fore we begin to feel the effects of it. 
I see in the papers sometimes that it is 
returning, but I see no signs of it.” 

If our correspondent is asking for a 
sign, we can give him an infallible one. 
When he sees a general rise’ in prices, 
he may know that general prosperity is 
returning. When he sees prices gradu- 
aliy falling, and observes that the staple 
commodities are making “new low 
records” in the markets he may know 
that prosperity is not returning; he may 
know that there is not the slightest hope 
of its returning so long as the condi- 
tions that make lower and lower prices 
are in operation. 

When our correspondent sees a gen- 
eral rise in prices, he will know that 
the money now hoarded in the banks 
is flowing out into the channels of trade, 
in response to the demands of business 
and enterprise. But, in the very nature 
of things, this cannot happen now or 
in the near future. So long as the 
value of the products of human labor is 
measured by the small stock of gold in 
this country, just so long will prices be 
depreciated and business depressed. So 
long as our currency is redeemable in 
this small stock of gold, just so long 
will the producers of the country be 
compelled to pay mbdre cotton, moré 
wheat, more iron, and more labor for a 
given sum of it. Falling prices put less 
and less money in circulation. The farm- 
ers of Georgia will get nearly one-half 
less money for their cotton this year 
than they got last year. This means, 
of course, that they will have half as 
much money with which to pay their 
debts and do their trading. It means 
in other words, that the business of the 
south will have to be done on half as 
much money as it had in hand last year. 

Having pursued the subject thus far, 
we advise our correspondent—who is a 
business man—and all other business 
men to take it up at this point and re- 
flect about it, and ask themselves seri- 
ously if it isn’t about time to get at the 
facts of the situation and apply the 
remedy suggested by common sense. 
If any of them have not had enough of 
the present currency system, dictated 
by England, we assure them that they 
and all of us stand a good chance to 
get a great deal more than is necessary 
for our education in hard times. 

The remedy cannot be applied at this 
time, nor for sometime to come, but 
business men, as well as farmers, should 
begin to think about applying it. 


Lincoln on Assassination. 

When Mr. Lincoln was urged by a 
friend not to walk out at night without 
a bodyguard, the president snid to him: 
“I long ago made up my mind that if 
anybody wants to kill me, he will do 
it. If I wore a shirt of mail and kept 
myself surrounded by a bodyguard, it 
would be all the same. There are a 
thousand ways of getting at a man, if 
it is desired that he should be killed.” 

General Grant shared Mr. Lincoln's 
views. When he was president he was 
frequently seen walking alone on a 
back street, smoking a cigar and so ab- 
sorbed in thought that it would have 
been an easy matter for an assassin to 
kill him and make his escape. 

Whether the employment of private 
detectives would have saved Lincoln 
and Garfield is questionable. Such 
cranks as Booth and Guiteau would, 
perhaps, have bided their time and final- 
ly accomplished their purpose. The men 
who assassinate rulers have good reason 
to believe that they will be hunted down 
and sent to the scaffold. Very few have 
escaped justice in the past. These mur- 
derers are wrought up to such a pitch 
‘of madness that:they are willing to lose 
‘their lives, if. they can carry out their 


‘designs. 


Suu, we believe that our public men 
who have reason to fear murderous as- 
saults should not recklessly expose 
themselves. They should not show the 


yet they should take care of themselves. 
This is an age of cranks, and there is 
‘no telling when some half crazed wretch 
will get the idea into his head that it 
is his mission to kill some man who 
occupies a high official station. Carter 
Harrison would probably be alive today 
if he had caused Prendergast to be 
locked up when he made his first threat.

Goldbugs may. sneer, and say that in 
those days we had a depreciated cur- 
rency and too much of it, but they can- 
not deny that it built railroads and 
towns, fed and clothed the people, gave 
wage earners a comfortable living, paid 
for millions of homes, made the masses 
happy, kept every wheeldn motion. and 
enabled even the poorest to purchase 
luxuries which are now beyond their 
reach. 

More money, then, is the remedy for 
the evils which now afflict our people. 
It has helped France, it helped us in 
the past, and it is what we need now.

The Evil of Check Kiting. 

The New York bankers at: their last 
meeting appointed a committee to de- 
vise some plan to prevent check kiting. 

In discussing the matter the case was 
mentioned of a man doing business in 
Wall street who had tricked a New 
Yorker out of a large sum. This man 


where he had a small account at the 
bank. He transacted all his business in 
the city, and one day when he gave a 
Wall street broker a $10,000 order he 
paid for it in a check on the Malone 
bank. The broker deposited it, and 
was given credit by his bank which 
sent. the check to its correspondent to 
collect. The New York bank having no 
correspondent at Malone sent the check 
to a neighboring town in which it had a 
correspondent. That bank sent the 
check to its correspondent at the near- 
est point to Malone. In this way it 
took six days for the eheck to reach the 
Malone bank. The man who drew the 
check had figured out the time almost 
to the hour when the New York bank 
would be notified, and he had the $10,- 
000 deposited on the afternoon of the 
fifth day in New York and the draft 
waived to the Malone bank. So he had 
the use of the $30,000 for five days. For 
several .montha he succeeded in his 
speculations and the next check he drew 
on the Malone bank was for $25,000. 
This time before he could get the money 
the Malone bank notified the New York 
bank that the check was worthless. Not 
being able to raise the funds he left 
town, and did not’ return until his 
friends had squared his account. 
Another case was mentioned of a man 
in Brooklyn who had kited a check for 
$76,000 three years without discovery. 
he New York banks are determined 
to stop the kiting practice if they can. 
Hereafter each country bank will notify 
the New York banks the moment any 
suspicious paper puts in its appearance. 
The new system will be watched with 
interest by bankers everywhere.

New York, October 27.—With the depart- 
ure today of the last of the big collection 
of vice presidents, governors, ex-governors 
and senators that were assembled here yes- 
terday affairs have’ settled down to the’ 
steady campaignvgrind.

A DEPARTMENT OF THE SOUTH. 


From The Army and Navy Journal. 

We undéfstand that the question of es- 
tablishing a department of the south will 
shortly be revived. It will be remembered 
that The Register has stated on several 
occasions that the prominent souther#ers 
in the senate and house were anxious that 
the department of the south should be 
organized and that Senators Gordon and 
Walsh and Speaker Crisp and Represen- 
tative Livingston, of Georgia, were es- 
pecially active in the matter. Senator Gor- 
don and Mr. Livingston have been quoted 
by The Register as saying that they had 
reason to believe that the new department 
would be formed. In the recent important 
order relating to the transfer of trvops 
Secretary Lamont stated that the estab- 
lishment of a new department was not 
then contemplated. It has not been subse- 
quently said officially that the department 
would not be ultimately formed, and we 
have information to the effect that the 
congressional delegation from Georgia, as 
well as men prominent in politics from Vir- 
ginia and Mississippi, will soon make fur- 
ther earnest efforts to have their wishes 
executed. Senator Gordon Tidw says that 
he and his colleagues did not expect that 
the department of the south would be cre- 


r ated until about the time of or shortly after

has been considering for some time the 
subject of increasing the capacity of its 
factory by building additions and by put- 
ting in just double the number of spindles 
now in use. 

At a meeting of the board of directors of 
the company, held last Saturday, a reso- 
lution was adopted declaring it the sense 
of the board that the facilities should be 
doubled and a committee was appointed to 
take the matter under advisement and 
make a report at a meeinng of the stock- 
holders of the company to be held this 
afternoon ast 3 o'clock, at the Atlanta Na- 
tional bank. 

The committee will recommend to the 
stockholders that the improvements anda 
enlargemen? be made and that the spindle 
capacity be increased to just double the 
present number of spindles. They are at 
present operating 16,000 spindles and it 
gan readily be seen what a great increase 
in every department of the factory will re- 
suit. 

The putting in of 16,000 more spindles 
will require a consequent increase of op- 
eratives and as the company now employs 
about four hundred persons in its factory. 
Atlanta’s population will therefore be in- 
creased by at least that number, 

What Dr. Turner Says. 

Dr. J. D. Turner, president of the Expo- 
sition Mills Company, was asked yesterday 
about the matter and said wnat the stock- 
holders would consider the question, but 
that he could not express an opinion as to 


their probable action.° 

Mr. Stephen Green, of Boston, Mass., has 
been in the city several days conferring 
with the cotton mills officials in refer- 
ence to the necessary machinery which 
would be required to make the change. 
Mr. Green is one of the finest mill arch- 
itects in the country and will draw tne 
new plans for the improvements to pe 
made. He returned to Boston on the 
Southern railway vestibule train at noon 
yesterday. 

“nis contemplated increase of plant and 
output by the xposition Mills Company 
is the beginning of a movement which 
promises to spread over the entire south, 
and which will result in the establish- 
ment of new factories and in the enlarge- 
ment of those already in existence. 

4ne low price of cotton makes it almost 
necessary that the fleecy staple be manu- 
factured into cloths right here in the fields, 
in order that long freight hauls, may be 
discontinued, therepy giving the southern 
peuple the beneut of the freight charges 
on the cotton going to northern and for- 
eign markets to be manufactured into 
cloths and returned, thus making a double 
charge on the producer of the great sta- 
le. 
oe news of the expected improvements 
to be made by the Exposition Mills Com- 
pany will be favorably received. ‘Their fac- 
tory is already one of the largest and most 
complete in the south and if the plan of 
enlargement is carried through, Atlanta 
will have an establishment of immense 
importance, and one which will greatly 
aid in the upbullding of the city. 

An increase of #0 working people will 
make a large difference in local. com- 
mercial channeis and they will be a class 
who are hard working and industrious. It 
would mean the rearing of many homes 
dnd a consequent advancement of the 
vaiue of real estate in the vicinity, and 
would benefit the city in manhy other ways.

Governor Oates ‘is on his way to Wash- 
ington for a ten days’ trip. While there he 
will call on the president and will wind up 
some important departmental business 
which he has there. This trip floses his 
official connection with the national gov- 
ernment. He has already resigned hig seat 
in congress and his successor, Mr. Harri- 
son, has been elected to succeed him. 

Governor Oates talked about the Atlanta 
exposition more than about politics. 

“Mr. Rountree, the secretary of the Ala- 
bama Press Association, writes that you 
are going to recommend a special appro- 
priation for a state exhibit at the Cotton 
States exposition here in your first message 
to the legislature—is that true?’ was asked 
of Mr. Oates.

the Terrible Death of Mr. Brekial 
AT THE HANDS OF A COTTON THIEF 


A Serious Cutting Scrape iin Madison 
County—The News in and Around 
Atbens Briefly Chronicled. 


Athens, Ga., October 29.—(Special.)—There 
was a terrible tragedy near this city Sat- 
urday nig®t, in wnich Mr. Ezekiel Harde- 
man, a young White man about twenty 
years old, tose his life. - 

Hardeman was in Athens Saturday even- 
ing and about dark started towards his 
home in Madison county. | 

When about five miles from the city and 
very near the Madison county line, he 
met a negro man .named Brown Barfield, 
coming out of his cotton patch. 

Then came the difficulty which ended in 
death to young Hardeman. The details are 
meager, as only one person claims to 
have seen it. , 

This is a negro man, who says that Bar- 
fleld was coming out ut his cotton field with 
a load of cotton and that Mr. Hardeman, 
who was driving in a little road cart, asked 
him to give him the road, which Barfield 
refused to do. 

Hardeman jumped out of his buggy and 
Barfield sprung trom his wagon. Harde- 
man whipped out a pistol, cursed Barfield 
and took hold of him houghly, tearing his 
shirt off him. 

Barfield got loose, seized a gun off his 
wagon and brained the young man with 
one terrific blow across the lett temple. 

This story is disbelleved by many, as 
Barfield couldn’t have been handled in that 
manner by a man of Hardeman’s size. 
Barfield is a regular giant, standing six 
feet and two inches and weighing 300 
pounds, all muscle. They say that Bar- 
field was very insulting to Mr. Hardeman 
and killed him withour provocation. 

The negro refused to be arrested by Mad- 
ison county officials, but says he will sub- 
mit to arrest by Clarke county officials, 

There was considerable talk of a lynch- 
ing bee, and on that account Barfield may 
resist arrest. The Clarke county officials 
are after him and if he resists arrest they 
will have a time taking him. 

He will be taken, however, if he doesn’t 
decide to give himseif up. 

‘Mr. Haréeman lived through Sunday, al- 
though his head was mashed almost into 
a jelly. He died without having made any 
statement of the affair whatever. 

Subsequent developments will in _ all 
probability develop some sensational feat- 
ures.

“Qualifying jurors began Judge Clark sug-

Deputy Clerk Bonham was in charge of 
the criminal court, and began by calling 
the name of J. M. Chafin.

was the case to which he would direct the 
court's Wttention.

Solicitor Hill 
then announced ready for the state. With- 
out hardly a pause Mr. Reuben Arnold 
arose and stated that the defense was 
ready.

These,three were 
Alex Carr, John Carr and B. E. Bailey. 
Bailey and John Carr came into the court- 
room first.. Bailey looked a little worried, 
but was still very fleshy. John Carr, rath- 
er small and apparently in an exceedingly 
nervous condition, sat next to his brother, 
who cante in last. 

There were many acquaintances and 
friends of Alox Carr’s in court. They had 
not seen him for several weeks and were 
curious to observe any changes that sy 
might be in his appearance. Alex Carr 
fully six feet tal] and he looked several 
inches taller than that yesterday. He was 
assisted by Bailiff Merritt and seemed una- 
ble to walk unsupported. His face was 
exceedingly thin .and his underlip was 
Grooping to an extent that indicated men- 
tal exhaustfon dnd gave to his 
eyes and drawn fé€atures an appearance 
almost silly. in aspect he was all that 
could be expected of a crazy person, and 
but for the circumstances under which this 
role has been either assumed or become 
a reality there weuld be but little room 
left in which to doubt the certainty of his 
condivion. As it is, there weré many ex- 
pressions of doubt as he walked slowly into 
the courtroom-and sat between John Carr 
and Bailey. Not a single glance of recog- 
nition did he give to any one, nor was 
there the slightest sign of reason in his 
eyes. There was a glazed appearance about 
them, -and he sat frequentiy for minutes 
without winking his eyes or raising them 
from the floor. He simply sat and stared 
at the floor. It was; the stare that sees 
Without comprehending—a camera with- 
out a plate to receive the impression. 

Not even when his name was called did 
he make the slightest miove that would 
indicate that he was still possessed of the 
light of reason. John Carr was by turns 
stolid, then indifferent, and fre- 
quentiy appeared to be irritated. 
Bailey was serious throughout the morn- 
ing and many times there was a deep frown 
on his forenead, indicative of long worry. 

Alex Carr Piaced on Trial. 
-It was a matter ot interest when young 
Reuben Arnold arose and said that the 
defense elected to sever the cases; as to 
what would be the plea to the geperal issue 
of murder.

Bolicitary Hill stated that the state elected 
to try Alex Carr first. Mr. Arnold then 
stated that his client wouid go to trial 
with & plee of not guilty to the ‘general 
wer sometime it hasbeen a matter of 
uncertainty as to what the fefense would 
plead.
